The  Office  of  Regulatory  Flexibility 
is  charged  with  helping  to  implement  these 
requirements.  We  give  small  business  owners 
the  opportunity  to  make  their  voice  heard  about 
rules  and  regulations  that  impact  their  interests. 


Giving  small  employers  a  voice  early  in  the 
process  is  key  to  reducing  the  small  business 
impact  of  state  regulations,  while  increasing 
regulatory  compliance.  Our  office  is  ready  to 
hear  from  you  about 
your  small  business 
concerns,  and  to 
help  you  level  the 
playing  field. 


Register  your  Complaint 

The  Office  of  Regulatory  Flexibility  wants  to 
assist  with  issues  involving  any  state  rule  or 
regulation.  Please  contact  us  to  submit  your 
concerns  regarding  any  “unnecessarily  bur¬ 
densome”  administrative  rule  or  regulation. 

Be  sure  to  provide  as  much  information  as 
possible.  Please  provide  the  name  of  the 
state  administrative  rule  or  guideline,  and  the 
name  of  the  administering  agency.  Please 
address  your  complaint  regarding  the  existing 
state  administrative  rule. 

•  The  continued  need  for  the  rule  or 
guideline. 

•  The  complexity  of  the  rule  or  guideline. 

•  The  extent  to  which  the  rule  or  guide¬ 
line  overlaps,  duplicates,  or  conflicts 
with  federal  regulations,  other  state 
rules,  or  local  ordinances. 

•  The  length  of  time  since  the  rule  has 
been  evaluated. 

•  The  degree  to  which  technology,  eco¬ 
nomic  conditions  or  other  factors  have 
changed  in  the  subject  area  affected  by 

the  rule  or  guideline  since  the  rule  was
